CHANGE THE SENATE ~ RULES. 


“Vice-President Morton Will Take a Vacation 
and Ingalls Will Preside—And then — 
Keed’s Tactics Will Be Used. : 


Wasnrxaton, June 15.—[{Special.}—Now 
Ahat it is settled, the house will pass the” 
‘Lodge-ftowell national election law bill within 
the next two weeks. Reed and the other house 
Jeaders are turning their attention to the 
senate. 

It will do no good to pass it through the 
house, unless the senate will likewise pass it. 
‘Therefore Reed, Lodge and Rowell have had 
‘Tepeated conferences with the senate leaders 
during the past few days. Sherman, Ingalls, 
FAoar and “Billy”? Chandler are in the saddio 
and are swearing vengeance on the south. 
‘The scheme to be adopted to get the bill 
through the senate, as outlined by this precious 
quartette, is to change the rules of the senate 
‘in the same manner that Tom Reed changed 
those of the house. 

The scheme is to have Vice-Vresident Mor- 
ton go off for a vacation, Ingalls will then 
take the chair. The cummittee on rules will 
bring in a report fixing a time for debates on 
the bill to close, and atime for the vote to be 
taken. Ingalls will refuse to allow any debate 
on this and the question willbe put. Of course 
the democrats will raise a mighty how], dut if 
Ingalls has the nerve of Reed, and he has, he 
willcut them off, and put the question. Of 
course the democrats will refuse to vote, while 
the republicans will vote in favor of the com- 
mittee’s report. If ‘no quorum” is called 


Ingalls will simply count one and announce. 


the report of the committee adopted. In the 
same way a vote on the passage of thefbill wili 
‘be taken and it will pass. . 

This is the programme agreed upon by the 
leading senators. With snch a programme it 
makes little difference to them if there are two 
or three republican senators who reiuse to vote 
for the bill. They can easily passit. Indeed, 
itis nowy absolutely settled, although against 
the advice of Mr. Blaine and the business and 
moneyed men of the republican party, that a 
force bill is going to pass, and the people of the 
south must walk through an army of federal 
officers to cast their ballets, and then the 
chances are that. they will not be counted if 
the republican bosses bave decided beforehand 
that a district should be republican. 

Indeed, under the bill that is to pass, the 
republican federal officers have it in their 
power to seat a republican in congress from al- 
most every district in ths south, and no one 
who knows Quay, Dudley, Clarkson, Reed & 
Co. doubts but that they will use their power 
toits limit. They are determined to have the 
next congress republican, and that is why this 
bill has been formulated. It was their only 
hope.

IN CONGRESS THIS WEEK. 


Debate on the Silver Question to Close To- 
day--The Appropriation Bills. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The general debate 
anthe silver question is to close, by the 
present order of the senate. At 3 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon, and it is the prevalent enpecta- 
tion that a vote will be reached before 
adjournment on one or more of amendmonts 
to the bill, if not upon the measure itself. In 
past week efforts have been made 
to secure the pledges of a majority 
of senators to support one or another 
proposition on this subject; but it is under- 
stood that they were failures, and that nothing 
but a roll call of the senate will definitely de- 
termine just what character ofa silyer bill will 
pass that body. 

When this matter is out of the way the 
gtruggle for precedence is probable. Senator 


Allison says he will ask to have the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill con- 
sidered, Senator Platt wants the bill to admit 
Wyoming to the union taken up, and Sena- 
tor Frye will press his shipping bills upon the 
attention of the senate. If the Wyoming bill 
should be taken up, it is understood the demo- 
crats will offer a substitute toadmit Wyoming, 
Idaho, New Mexico and Arizona to the union 
in a body, and republicans, so it is announced, 
will not spend much time in arguinent on the 
bill. They will rest the case upon the report 
ag committee in favor of the passage of the 
ill. 

The river aud harbor appropriation bill will 
be reported early in the week from the com- 
mittee on commerce, but it will not be called 
up for action by Chairman Frye before next 
week. By the middle of the week the repub- 
lican members of the finance committee ex- 
pect to have the tariff bill ready to report. A 
feeling prevails that debate on that measure 
will not begin until the measures above re- 
ferred to, or soine of them, are disposed of. 

Senator Morrill’s bill to further aid agricul- 
dural colleges is on the calendar for Thursday, 
on which day also, eulogies on deceased mem- 
bers of the New York delegation are to be de- 
livered. : 

Saturday is to be devoted to bills on the eal- 
endar, to which no objection is made. The 
remaining 25 Hap wep wr bills are to be vigor- 
ously pushed in the house this week in pursu- 
ance of the plan agreed upon last week in 
order tohave the way clear for action upon 
ther matters of public importance. This pro- 

amme will probably involve the practical 

oss of suspension Monday, as the sundry civil 
appropriation bill comes over as unfinished 

usiness. It is to be followed 
by the Indian appropriation bill, and 
by the national bankruptey bill, which 
will be calledup by the judiciary committee 
under one of the special rulesfor facilitating 
speedy action.’ The electionscommittee wish 
tocall up the Mississippi contested election 
case of Chalmers ys. Morgan. This is one of 
the cases where the committee has reported in 
favor of the sitting democratic member, and 
it may act asa softening prelude to the angry 
and excited strains ef the debate on the 
national election bill, which is expected to 
follow and close the week. .

Changes in the Japanese Cabinet—How it 
Now Stands. 

San Francisco, June 15.—Advices from 
Japan, received by the Qeeanic last night, 
state that the following cabinet changes have 
been made: Count Yamagata resigned his 
position as minister of home affairs and is suc- 
ceeded by Count Largo, formerly minister of 
state for the navy. Count Largo is succeeded 
by Viscount Kabayama. Viscount Enomato, 
formerly minister of education, becomes priv 
chancellor, and is succeeded by Mr. Yoshi- 
kawa, formerly vice-minister of state for 
home affairs. Mr. Iwamurya retires from 
the oflice of minister of agriculture 
and commerce, and his place has been given 
to Mutsu Munemitsn, formerly Japanese min- 
ister to the United State. Mr. Shirane Seni- 
chi, becomes vice-minister of state for home 
affairs. The} vice-ministership of the naval 
department remains vacant. The cabinet 
now stands Count Yainaguta, minister to the 
president of state; Count Oyama, minister of 
war; Viscount Kabayama,, minister of the 
navy; Count Largo, minister of home affairs; 
Count Aroki, minister .of foreign affairs; 
Count Yumada, minister of justice; Mr. 
Yoshikawa, minister of education; Count 
Matsukata, minister of finance; Mr. Kutou, 
minister of agriculture and commerce; Count 
Goto, minister of communications. 


The American Riflemen in Germany. 

BREMEN, June 15.—The schuetzenfest com- 
mittee assembled this morning with bands and 
banners and marched to the Central hotel, 
where the American riflemen are staying, and 
conducted the visitors to the schuetzenhof.

Troops for Mozambique. 

Lasron, June 15.—It is rumored that two 
regiments of infantry,a battery of artillery 
and 150 marines will be sent to Mozambique.

A LADY DIES FROM HER INJURIES 


And Her Hasband Severely Injured—The 
Unfortunates Taken to Asheviile—Trains 
Delayed By the Wreck.

MASHED TO A PULP. 


The Horrible Fate of Two Boys in Chicago. 
One Literally Decapitated. 
Curtcaao, June 15.—Two victims of their 
own terror met a fearful death this afternoon, 
in full view of hundreds of promenaders in 
Lake Front park. Otto and Sherman Bert, 
aged twelve and fifteen, were the two unfor- 
tunates. They had left the park, and were 
crossing the net-work of railway tracks 
skirting the edge of Lake Michigan, when an 
inbound passenger train, coming at a headlong 
speed, attracted, suddeniy, the attention of 
each of the lads, Both boys hesitated as to 
whether they should turn back or continue on 
their way. The longer they waited, the more 
undecided, apparently, they became. The 
engineer, recognizing the boys’ peril, blew his 
whistle a terrific blast. This, instead 
of warning the two brothers, seemed only to 
add to their fright, and each stood, to all ap 
pearances, literally unable to move. The 
train struck and killed them instantly. Her- 
man’s body, smashed to a pulp, ascended high 
in the air, while Otte’s was ground under the 
wheels, the head rolling aside as though off 
from a guiilotine. It was some moments 
before the throng of pleasure seekers, equally 
spell-bound with the little victims, recovered 
sufficiently to aid in gathering the remains. 


ARREST OF AGENTS 


Charged With Representing a Bogus Eife 
Insurance Company. 


Tato pasta aflernso a 
rested P. H. Waring and J. Black, on a charge 
of representing a bogus life insurance coim- 
pany. Itissaid they collected premiums on 
policies in an insurance company which does 
not exist. The men were ha pe to the county 
jail, and the officers there refused to tell any- 
thing about the case and would not let report- 
ers see the prisoners. The deputy who made 
the arrest cannot be found. Black was a 
book-keéper and traveling salesman for a 
wholesale tobacco house here for several years, 
and has always been regarded as a man of 
good character. Waring is a stranger here, 
and as he cannot be seen, nothing of his past is 
known. He is well dressed, and has the ap- 
pearance of a well-to-do business man. The 
officers offer no explanation of their secrecy 
about the case, and the affair is a very myste- 
rious one. 


THEY GIVE BONDS. 

P. H. Waring and Julius Black, the young 
men arrested yesterday on a charge of opera- 
ting a bogus insurance business, succeeded in 
making bond today. Black claims he was em- 
ployed by Waring as clerk and book-keeper, 
and was not aware of the character of the 
scheme. A considerable amount of money has 
been collected by the concern, and a large 
quantity of printed matter was found in their 
office, showing they were prepared to carry on 
an extensive business. The company was 
called the Citizens’ United Life and Accident 
Insurance company of Iowa, with headquarters 
at Des Moines. Anadvertisement in the local 
papers offering agents $100 per month brought 
plenty of solicitors, most of whom went into 
the work in good faith without waiting to look 
up the record of the alleged company or its 
general agent. Waring is from South Carolina, 
and seems to be a pretty slick citizen. He ad- 
mits he had paid no license and filed no state- 
ment with the state auditor, as the law re- 
quired, but still claims his alleged-company is 
allright. Life and accident insurance was 
offered ata very low rate. The game would 
have been a very successsul one if let alone. 
The total amount of money secured will prob- 
abiy amount to only a few hundred dollars, as 


the men have been at work here only a week.

HE SWALLOWED COLD POISON. 


Suicide Drunkard Near. Green- 
ville, 8. C. 

GREENVILLE, 8.C., June 15.—[Special.J— 
J. Luther Harbin, a white man living in 
Butler township, of this county, committed 
suicide on Friday last by taking a large dose 
of “rough on rats.” He was such a con- 
firmed drunkard that he could not control his 
appetite for whisky, and was in this city for 
two or three days previous to his death, drink- 
ing heavily all the time.

‘HELENE VON DONNIGES 


THE ROMANCE OF A PRETTY AND 


TALENTED BAVARIAN GIRL. 


HER FIRST LOVER KILLED IN A DUEL, 


. Married to His Slayer—Her Second Husband 


Divorced—Her Return to the Ojld . 
Country to End Her Days. 


From the Globe-Democrat. 

Nuw York, June 12—Among the passen- 
gers aboard the steamship Wieland, which 
sailed for Hamburg teday, were Mr. and Mrs. 
Sergius E. Schewitsch, who are going back to 
Russia, where, in a St. Petersburg theater, 
Schewitsch first met Helene von Racowitza, 
now his wife. From the day they set foot in 
America, thirteen years ago, a great deal 
has been written about the woman, who 
played such a strange part in the his- 
tory of German socialism, and about 
her husband, who is known to thousands as 
a bloodthirsty socialist and anarchist. Many 
workingmen, whose cause he espoused, have 
looked upon him with distrust because he 
would not mingle with them as other leaders 
did, and was-too much,of an aristocrat. His 
intimate friends knew him as a man of schol- 
arly taste, who has read much and observed 
much, and as a man of the world. 

Twenty-tive years ago Mrs. Schewitsch’s 
great beauty was regarded as the indirect 
cause of the death of aman whom millions of 
toiiers called their emancipator. As she ap- 
pears today, those who know her story can un- 
derstand how La Salje loved her, though her 
brilliant beauty has been succeeded 
by the good looks of a contented ma- 
tron aud an interesting woman. Fraulein 
Helen von Donniges, the daughter of a Bava- 
rian official of high rank, first met Ferdinand 
La Salle at the house of a Berlin lawyer in 
1562. La Salle’s faine as a social reformer was 
then atits zenith. Noname was so frequently 
on the lips of the toiling masses as his, and 
its méntion was usually coupled with the 
blessing of the speaker. §Helene’s fame, 
though of another kind, was not confined to 


‘the walls of her father’s house in Munich. 


A favorite with the royal ladies of the Ba- 
varian court, with an intellect which learning 
had helped to beautify, Helene von Donniges, 
at the age of eighteen, had the honor of being 
the most beautiful and the most brilliant 
young woman in Bavaria. In her person she 
was tall and stately and had a perfect figure. 
Her clear blue eyes, golden hair and Grecian 
prnsis had won her admirers by the score. She 
1ad been educated in Italy and had traveled 
much. 
LOVE’S THORNY PATH. 

She had heard of La Salle, and had pictured 
him as aclever little Jew, probably undersized, 
and undoubtedly very ugly. Whenshe met 
him she saw a tall man with a handsome face 
and fine brown eyes. It was love at first sight 
on her part. La Salle, at first captivated 
by her beauty, grew sensible of the 
charms of her conversation and man- 
ner, and from that meeting dated a 
courtship which iasted nearly two years and 
ended tragically. Helene’s parents were 
greatly angered and refused to sanction an 
engagement because La Salle wasa Jew and 
they were Catholics. To avert the possibility 
of their wishes being ignored, they urged 
Helene to marry Baron von Racowitza, a 
Rowmanian, who had been brought up from 
childhoed with their daughter. _Helene_re- 
fused and continued to correspond with La 
Salle. One daysheran away from home, 
talking with her trusty servant, and jour- 
neyed toa little town in Switzerland, where 
La Salle was living. She told her astonished 
lover that he could- never hope to marry her 
with her parents’ consent. Their religious 
differences separated them, and her church 
would not sanction their union. But she was 
there, and they loved each other passion- 
ately; what would he do? La Salle replied 
with great coolness: 

‘‘My dear child, I want your parents to 
deliver you to me in marriage, and I do not 
wanttoelope. You had better go home at 
once.”’ 

He mounted his horse and escorted heras far 
as Berne. It may be imagined what effect 
such words would have ona young girl’s ardor. 
Helene’s parents had learned where she bad 
been, and when she reached home she was put 
under lock and key. In her memoirs she said 
Srermna that during this time her father beat 
ser. 

A DUEL TO THE DEATH. 

Her letters to La Salle were intercepted, 
and each soon believed that the other had 
ceased to love. La Salle in the meantime 
had written seyeral letters to Herr von Don- 
niges, asking for an interview with his daugh- 
ter, but his requests were refused. Two of his 
friends succeeded in getting an interview with 
Helene, but her father had exacted a promise 
that she would give up her lover, and when 
La Salle’s friends asked her, “Do you or do 
you not love our friend ?’’ she replied in a faint 
voice, “no.” 

Ferdinand La Salle chalienged Herr von 
Donniges to 2 duel, but the latter being old 
and infirm, the Baron von Racowitza accepted 
it in his stead. La Salle was mortally wounded 
and died soon afterwards. Helene married 
Von Racowitza and lHyed with him in south- 
ern France. She did notlearn of the duel and 
its result until long after. Her life for the 
next few years was not happy. Her husband 
died of consumption and was buried in Nice 
two years after La Salle’s death. Helene re- 
turned to Munich, where she lived in seclu- 
sion in her father’s house for several years. In 
her writings and letters she bas always since 
signed herself Helene von Kacowitza. 

After the effect of these incidents had worn 
off somewhat her old spirit began to reassert 
itself and she went on the stage. Her first en- 
gagement was with Herr Laube, thegdirector 
ef the Vienna Stadt theater. Her career on 
the stage, though successiul financially, was 
not brilliant. After playing for several years 
she married Herr Friedmann, the famous 
actor. She traveled through Germany, Aus- 
tria and France with her second husband. 
They found that their natures were in- 
compatible. Friedmann was a Jew, 
and when his wife applied to the Vi- 
enna courts for a divorce they told her 
that she was not legally married. However, 
a formal divorce was pee obtained, and 
husband and wife parted, still good friends. 
Lately Mrs Sehewitseh has correspondest with 
her former husband about a book which she 
intends to publish in Germany. After her 
divorce from Friedmann she continued on the 
stage, and while playing in St. Petersburg she 
met Mr. Schewitsch. 

Sergius E. Schewitsch comesof an old Rus- 
sian family. Oneof his ancestors was a 
eral in the Russian army in. Napojeon’s time. 

SHE MARRIES SCHBWITSCH, 

Schewitsch was educated in a German ani- 
versity, and took a great interest in the so- 
called students’ liberal movement. Through 
the influence of his brother, who was governor 
of Kurland, a Russian province, Schewitsch 
obtained a sinecure as sécretary to the Russian 
senate.. He held this office when he met 
Helene Von Racowitza. The actresss left

_ From that day dates hiscareer as a_ social- 
ist. Ithas been said that he is a Russian 
exile, and that it would be as much as his 
lifé is worth to venture back to Russia. 
These stories are untrue. Mr. Schewitsch 
was never banished, and had it not been 
merely a matter of a toss-up whetherhe be- 
came a conductor or an editor of a socialistic 
paper. itis doubtful whether he would ever 
ave held his late place. His doings and 
sayings in the course of his socialistic career 
will probably have no other effect than 
to lead the police to keep an eye on him 
when he goes back to St. Petersburg. The 
only thing for which there is any danger of 
his being punished is that he sheltered 
Leo Hartmann, the nihilist, who plotted to 
kill theczar. Mr. Schewitsch has estates in 

ussia, Which are in the hands of trustees 
appointed by the government. These trustess 
have occasionally sent Mr. Schewitsch a few 
thousand dollars out of the interest which is 
accruing, but he caunot take possession of the 
principal unless he lives in Russia. That is 
the immediate reason for his return. It ia 
doubtful whether he will ever come back to 
this country.

Asking tfor a Commutation of Sentence~ 
Railway Taxation. 

RALEIGH, N. C., June 15.—{Special.]—

"A BLOCK BURNED. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE IN BOSTON, 


GEORGIA. 


Several Store-houses Burned—Loss Between 
Ten and Fifteen Thousand Doliars— 
Very Little Insurance, 


Boston, Ga., June 15.—[Special.]—Our 
quiet little city was visited with one of the 
most destructive fires this morning at 1 
o’clock that has occurred for years. An 
alarm was sent in from the wooden block on 
Main street, cornerof Jefferson street. The 
entire block, facing Main from Jefferson to 
Culpepper was consumed. 

The fire originated, it is thought, in the 
back room of an old wooden building recently 
occupied by Messrs Bird & Co., which is near 
the centre of the block. The flames spread 
rapidly on either side, consuming the fol- 
lowing: A store-room and barbershop owned 
by J. N. Smith. The store-room was unoccu- 
pied; the barber shop was occupied by Miller, 
who lost all of his barber-shop furniture and 
wearing apparel. Loss unknown; no insur- 
ance on either. The next building north was 
owned by Dr. J. T. Culpepper, and occupied 
by J. Z. Fitzgerald, groceries. Building and 
contents a total loss. No insurance on build- 
ing; $1,000 insurance on goods and $200 on 
furniture. The stock of goods and furniture 
was estimated at $2,300. 


The next building was owned and occupied: 


by Mrs. A. H. Thompson, millinery and resi- 
dence; total loss; no insurance. The last 
building to the north was owned by Dr. J.T. 
Culpepper and occupied by Messrs. Cook & 
Heppee, bakery and restaurant; total loss; no 
insurance. 

The tlames then swept north to a two-story 
building, three store-rooms, owned by T. T. 
Stephens. The first room was occupied by 
G. A. Griffith, groceries; total loss; no insu- 
rance. The corner room was vacant. Mr. 
Stephens occupied the third room on Jefferson 
street, used as an office, carriage and buggy 
repository. His stock of buggies and carriages 
was saved. His iron safe, as well as that of 
J. B. Fitzgerald,fcontaining their books and 
valuable papers, could not be taken from the 
building. The condition of their contents is 
unknown. No insurance on stock or building. 

The last two buildings destroyed to the west 
were the city council-room and calaboose; no 
insurance. This block was old and a fine 
subject for fire to work upon. The losses are 
estimated at between $10,000 and 15,000. The 
night was very still or the entire business por- 
tion of the city would have been in ashes to- 
day. The fire company responded promptly 
and did fine work. The fire is supposed to be 
incendiary or caused by rats.

ING COMPANY. : 


The Effort of Mrs. Annie P. Tarver to Re- 
tain the Famous Tarver Piantations— 
A Remarkable Case. 


——————E 


@Macoyr, Ga., June 15.—[Special.]—One of 
the most interesting and important equity 
causes ever tried in the state was disposed of 
forthe time by an interlocutory order of Judge 
Emory Speer yesterday morning. 

It was the-suit of Annie P. Tarver, in her 
own right, against the New England Mortgage 
Security company and against the Union Real 
Estate and Trust company. Mrs. Tarver, the 
wife of one of the members of that old south- 
ern family, with whom is connected Senator 
Colquitt and many other prominent people of 
the state, became entitled, by deed from Wil- 
liam B. Tarver, Leila Tarver and B. M. 
Tarver, to 16,000 acres of the fairest farm- 
ing lands to be found within the fertile 
borders of middle or southwest Georgia. To 
remove certain liens upon the land she had 
borrowed $35,000 nominally, from the New 
England Mortgage Security company ,through 
the Corbin Banking company. Mrs. Tarver 
remained in possession of the land, and it is 
alleged in her bill, was surprised and aston- 
ished, just before the bill was filed two or three 
months ago, to find out that her lands had 
been sold under a decree of foreclosure in the 
United States court; that the New England 
Mortgage Security company had purchased it 
for the nominal sum of $13,000, and that the 
Union Real Estate and Trust company, a cor- 
poration which it was insisted on the trial, was 
largely composed of the New England Mort- 
gage Security company and Corbin Banking 
company, had become the owners of the land 
by purchasing from the New England Mort- 
gage Security company. 

Mrs. Tarver insisted that she had never been 
served with any process of the federal court; 
that she did not known that the suit was pend- 
ing in the court, and she insisted that the de- 
cree under which her lands were sold was an 
absolutely nullity, and that the purchasers 
under the decree gotno title. She insisted 
further, that she could show, if permitted to 
do so, that while she had been compelled{at the 
instance of her husband and others, to execute 
a mortgage on her land for $35,000, that in 
realitv she had never been paid but $6,000; 
that a very large sum, $12,000 or $15,000, 
which went to make up the face of the mort- 
gage, was charged in the name of commissions 
to the Corbin Banking company and their 
agents. 

She insisted further that the Corbin Banking 
company undertook to pay off and deliver to 
her, with the money which she had thus bor- 
rowed, the liens, judgments and other claims 
existing against the land, but that in fact they 
had simply purchased those liens and held 
them for their own purposes. 

She prayed that the New England Mortgage 
Security company and the Union Real Estate 
and Trust company should be enjoined from 
any interference with the lands, and that an 
account might be taken of the amount justly 
due, between her and the New England Mort- 
guge Security company, which she expresses 
her willingness to pay. 

On the trial, which has been pending for 
several days before his honor, Judge Speer, 
the Union Real Estate and Trust company. 
who was represented by Colonel Thomas 
Stovall, a venerable and distinguished look- 
ing gentleman, who was present in court, 
came in by intervention and made itself a 
party. The history of this. corporation is ad- 
yarently very interesting. They bought the 

arver lands for $13,000 from the New England 
Mortgage Security company after the latter 
company had purchased under the decree of 
the federal court, and they at once issued a 
most attractive and elaborate prospectus, 
which described the charms of the Tarver 

roperty in the most glowing and fascinating 
anguage. It was the paradise of the sports- 
man and of the fisherman. It was filled 
with beds of phosphate and kaolin; the hard 
wood trees were worth, many of them, $20 
apiece. The hardwood timber ran away up 
into the thousands. The income from agricul- 
tural products of the land, they said would 
be $70,000 for the first year, with a large pros- 
pective increase for the years to come. They 
admitted the issue of a limited number of 
bonds, towit: $200,000 on these and some con- 
tiguous lands, and their representations that 
the land was worth several hundred thousand 
dollars, was borne out by the testimony of the 
witnesses for Mrs. Tarver, who testified that it 
was worth at least $160,000. 

Mrs. Tarver, who had given an option to 
General John B. Gordon at one time to form a 
stock company and dispose of these lands, was 
urgent in her assertion that lands which were 
worth these large sums could not equitably be 
taken from her by a proceeding with which she 
had never been served and for the sum of $13,- 


000. 

The defendants insisted, on their part, that 
Mrs. Tarver was a mere figureliead; that her 
claim to the land was a part of a 
lon licy of fraud by which her 
hus me and his brother, B. M. Tarver, 
had been defrauding their creditors, and that 
the deed to her was madé simply toe prevent 
the collection of the debt. They insisted 
that they were entirely willing to. restore the 
lands to her if she would pay them the princi- 
pal, interest and attorneys’ fees, which they 
olatined to have expended in her behalf. Major 
William E. Simmons, during the progress of 
the trial, made that distinct assertion, and on 
being asked by the court, with a smile, ‘‘What 
he would do with our Agricolus friend on the 
left’? (meaning Colonel Thomas P. Stovall), 
who, with the air of an English nobleman, 
was observing the proceedings, said ‘‘That 
was no business of his, he was representing 
the New England Mortgage Security com- 
pany... Colonel Simmons also insisted that 
Mrs. Tarver was represented by her husband, 
and was bound by his actions, and that he had 

varticipated in all the trades to the New 
feasted Mortgage Security company, and 
that she was chargeabie with notice of.all that 
he had done, and with allhe knew. He in- 
sisted further that Mrs. Tarver was estopped 
from denying the validity of the sale because, 
as he further insisted, she had actually par- 
ticipated in the trades Which divested her of 
the title, who had not even been able to pay 
the taxes onthe property, which had been 
paid by his clients. 

Mr. Marion Erwin, who, although the dis- 
trict attorney, is acquiring a valuable practice 
in the federal court, represented Colonel Sto- 
vall and the Union Real Estate and Trust 
company. Mr. Erwin asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver forall the property in con- 
troversy on behalf .of the company he repre- 
sented, and he urged that Mr. Tarver had 
actually recognized the ssion of the 
Union Real Estate and Trust company and 
had received his salary as agent of said com- 

anv.

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"THE PRODIGAL SON. 


DR. TALMAGE’S DISCOURSE AT THE 
TABERNACLE. 


He Takes His Text From the Parable, and 
Calls Upon His Hearers Whe Have Wan- 
dered Off From the Church to Return, 


Brookiyn, June 15.—[Special.}—Dr. Tal- 
mage's sermon for today ison “‘The Prodigal 
Son,”’ and his text, Luke 15, 20: 
was yeta great way off his father saw him, 
and hadcompassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him.”” Following is the ser- 
mon: 

One of the deepest wells that inspiration 
ever opened is the well of a parable which we 
can never exhaust. The parable, I suppose, 
was founded on facts. I have described to 
you the going away of this prodigal son from 
his father’s house, and I have showed you 
what a hard time he had down in the wilder- 
ness, and what a very great mistake it was for 
him to leuve so beautiful a home for such a 
miserable desert. But he did not al- 
ways stay in the wilderness; he came 
back aftera while. Wedonot read that his 
mother came to greet him. I suppose she was 
dead. She would have been the first to come 
out. The father would have given the second 
kiss to the returning predigal; the mother the 
first. It may have been for the lack or her ex- 
ampie and prayers that he became a prodigal. 
Sometimes the father does not Know how to 
manage the children of the household. The 
chief work comes upon the mother. Indeed, 
no one ever gets over the calamity of losing a 
mother in early life. Still, this young man was 
not ungreeted when he came back. 

However well apparelled we may be in 
the morning when we start out on a journey, 
before night, what with the dust and the jost- 
ling, we have lost all cleanliness of appear- 
ance. But this prodigal, when he started 
from the swine-trough, was ragged and 
wretched, and his appearance, after he had 
gone through days of journeying and exposure, 
you can more easily imagine than desribe. As 
the people see this prodigal coming on home- 
ward, they wonder who heis. They say: “I 
wonder what prison he has broken out of. I 
wonder Wiese lazaretto be has escaped from. 
I wonder with what plague he will smite the 
air.”’ Although these people may have been 
well acquainted with the family, yet they do 
not imagine that this is the very young man 
who went off only a little while ago with 
quick step and ruddy cheek, and beautiful 
apparel. The young man, I think, walks 
very fast. He looks as though he were intent 
upon something very important. The people 
stop. They look athim. They wonder where 
he came from. They wonder where he is 
going to. 

You have heard of a son who went off to sea 
and never returned. All the people in the 
neighborhood thought the son would never 
return, but the parents came to no such* con- 
clusion. They would go by the hour, and 
day, and sit upon the beach, looking off upon 
the water, expecting to see the sail that would 
bring home the long-absent boy. And so I 
think this father of my text sat under the vine 
Iooking out toward the road on which his son 
had departed ; but the father has changed very 
much since we saw him last. His hair has be- 
come white, his cheeks are furrowed, his 
heart is broken. What is all his bountiful 
table tohim when his son may be lacking 
bread ? What isall the splendor of the wardrobe 
of that homestead when the son may not 
have a decent coat? What are all the 
sheep on that hillside to that father when his 

et lamb is gone? Still he sits and watches, 
Srokine outon the road, and one day he be- 
holds a foot-traveler. He sees him rise above 
the hill; tirst the head and after awhile the 
entire body; and as soon as he getsa fair 

lance at him he knows he is his recreant son.

I 
think the people all around were amazed.

Vait until you get sick. Wait until 
you get old.’’ Satan says: ‘Back’ with 
you; you are so bad that God will have noth- 


‘Ing to do with you;”’ or, ‘‘You are good enough 


and need no Redeemer. Take thine ease, eat, 
drink and be merry.” Ten thousand voices 
say: “Back with you. God is a hard master. 
The church is a collection of hypocrites. Back 
into your sins; back to your evil indulgences; 
back to your prayerless pillow. The silliest 
thing that a young man ever does is to come 
home after he has been wandering.’’ Oh, how 
much help a man does want when he tries to 
become a Christian! Indeed, the prodigal 


‘cannot find his way home to his father’s house 


alone. Unless some one comes to meet him 
he had better have stayed by the swine troughs. 

When the tide comes in, you might more 
eaisly with your broom sweep back the surges 
than you could drive back the ocean of your 
unforgiven transgressions. What are we to 
do? Are weto fight the battle alone, and 
trudge on with no one to aid us, and no rock 
to shelter us, and no word of encouragement 
to cheer us? Glory be to God, we have in the 
text the announcement: ‘‘When he was yet 
a great way off, his father ran.’”’ When the 
sinner starts for God, God starts for the sin- 
ner. God does not come out witha slow and 
hesitating pace. Theinfinite spaces slip be- 
neath His feet, and He takes worlds at a 
bound. “The father ran.’”’ Oh, wonderful 
meeting, when God and the soul come to- 
gether. “‘The father ran.’’ You start for 
God and God starts for you, and you meet; 
and, while the angles rejoice over the meeting, 
your long injured Father falls upon your 
neck with attestations of compassion and 
pardon. Your poor wandering, sinful, polluted 
soul, and the loving, the eternal Father, have 
met.

The New York Financial Chronicle prints 
an interesting summary of returns fron! its 
correspcndents in the south in regard to the 
average and siand of cotton in 1890, From 
information received and fully digested, the 
Chronicle concludes that there is a tendency 
to enlarge cultivation which is manifest 
everywhere, The reasons given for this are 
plausible enough.

This was not owing to the good price alone, 
but largely and mainly to the unusually high 
average grade. Producers were, therefore, 
left in a strcnger condition financially than 
ever before.

There was atime, not so many years 
ago either, when slightly improved con- 
ditions as to price would lead the farmer to 
neglect everything for his favorite staple. 
Now crops are more diversified, the Farmers’ 
Alliance is exerting itself to keep them s0, 
while the number who have proved by ex- 
perience the wisdom of that policy is all the 
time increasing. Still the inducements this 
year to enlarge 
numerous and more substantial than in 
other late years, and the result is, naturally 
enough, additions greater than a year ago. 
It is estimated that there are 20,852,320 
acres in 1890, against 20,300,480 in 1889. 

In 1889 the plant in all the Atlantic states 
was backward, undeveloped and quite in- 
determinable, North Carolina being worst 
in condition, South Carolina better, and 
Georgia best; this year the situation in all 
of those states is quite well assured, but in 
the reverse order of excellence. So too in 
Tennessee the crop was last year on the firgt 
of June quite irregular and uncertain, and 
indeed, like North Carolina, it failed to re- 
cover but in small degree; this year the re- 
turns of the same date hold out great prom- 
ise of a satisfactory yield.

Clay and Plank Floors.

Our correspondent must not be too partic- 
ular in regard to statements made in an off- 
hand way by our northern friends. The 
most of them are doing the very best they 
can under the circumstances—trying to 
strangle their prejudices and making an 
effort to take a large and disinterested view 
of the entire political situation. Especially 
is this the case with Mr. Atkinson, who is a 
well-equipped man mentally, and who is 
seriously anxious to aid in solving any and 
all problems that may stand in the way of 
the progress, the development and unity of 
the republic, 

Mr. Atkinson is sincere, but he is not free 
from the troubles that stand in the way of 
the average mortal. Hefrequently mistakes 
his preconceived notions for facts, and he 
seems to be under the impression that a little 
tour through the south, in which he sees 
little or nothing of the real south, is inform- 
ing enough for all ordinary purposes. Not 
very long ago he was engaged in a big dis- 
cussion with THE CONSTITUTION, bombard- 
ing us with some thundering big questions. 
While that discussion was pending, he came 
south with some friends and traveled around 
considerably. He now thinks a further dis- 
cussion unnecessary, and will not pursue it. 
He tells us what he saw, and gives his views 
with great ability and freedom, but the sub- 
ject is by no means exhausted. There is 
still something to be said. 

With respect to the inquiry of our New- 
nan correspondent, we are inclined to be- 
lieve that the clay floors of the negroes 
belong to the department of myths. They 
aré a preconceived notion, based on an 
imaginary conception of what certain con- 
ditions ought to bring forth. It may be that 
in regions warm and remote, the negroes 
prefer clay floors, but we have never seen 
them enjoying their preference.

The Cotton Movement. 


The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday evening 
the total receipts have reached 4,885 bales, 
against 4,487 bales last week and 8,776 
bales the previous week, making the total 


{ receipts since the 1st of September, 1889, 


5,771,298 bales, against 5,482,399, bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
erease since September 1, 1889, of 288,899 


| bales. 


The exports for the week reach a total of 
16,817 bales, of which 14,162 were to Great 
Britain and 2,655 to the rest of the continent, 
The total sales for forward delivery for the 
week are 562,900 bales. For immediate de- 
livery the total sales foot up this week 6,154 
bales, including 4,017 for export, and 2,137 
for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 70,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 108,882 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1889, an in- 
crease of 100,987 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888, and a decrease of 
142,497 bales as compared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased dur- 
ing the week 4087, bales, and are tonight 
1,119 bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns. have 
been 805 bales less than the saine week last 
year, and since September Ist the-reeeipts 
at all the towns are 5,953 bales - more than 
for the same time in 1888-89," 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,785;536 bales; 
in 1888-89 were §,493,116 bales; in 1887-88 
were 5,462,994 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 4,885 
baies, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 436 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the saine week were bales, and for 
1888 they were 6,942 bales. 

The inerease in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 304,921 bales, the 
excess as compared with 1887-88 is 308,580 
bales and the gain over 1886-87 reaches 
796,997 bales. :

A Question and an Answer. 
An esteemed correspondent at Athens 


asks the following question: 

“How is it, in view of the almost absolute cer- 
tainty of the passage of the election law, we see 
capitalists investing millionsin various enter- 
pritesin the south? bo you think they fully 
comprehend the condition of affairs in this 
country, and the depressing effect the passage of 
such a law will have upen industries of all sorts? 
Would these men continue to spend their money 
if they were sure this most iniquitous law would 
pass? Possibly they are as helpiess as we, al- 


though the Herald, Times, and oth¢r journals say. 


the country will not submit to it—how can they 
help themselves? This extreme movement on the 
part of the republican party is a most. desperate 
attempt to perpetuate their power, and for one I 
believe they will succeed.” 

The capitalists referred to by our cor- 
respondent have not forgotten history. 
They have not forgotten how the prostrate 
south came out from under the rule of 
bayonets, carpet-baggers and returning 
boards, and regained the management of 
her own affairs. They know that, as the 
federal election law is a general law, it will 
soon be obnoxious north as well as south, 
They know that the material interests of 
the north are now so intimately connected 
with those of the south that aninjury to 
one section must be an injury to the other. 
Bearing all these things in mind, the capital- 
ists who are investing here feel satisfied that 
the election law will rarely be enforced, and 
that the general outcry against it will lead 
to its speedy repeal, and to the overthrow of 
the party responsible for it. 

Our correspondent should not forget that 
business in this countryisa bigger thing 
than politics. People are more interested in 
progress, development andthe accumfila- 
tion of dollars than they are in the success 
of this or that candidate for office. 

This is our view of it. There may be a 
little trouble for a short time, in a few lo- 
calities, under the election law, but we be- 
lieve that it will be of brief duration, and 
that almost before we realize it the country 
will enjoy the restoration of peace and 
honest government under a democratic ad- 
ministration.

The extent to which the man stands ont through 
Mr. Grady’s 2ddresses and writings is extraordi- 
nary, and it may fairly be said that the individual- 
ism manifested in his utterances, even as seen in 
cold type, is without parallel in our day. 

All of the best orations delivered by Mr. Grady, 
iricluding that before the New England club in 
Now York in 1886, which gave him nationa! repu- 
tation, ggveral of his most celebrated southern 
addrezses, and finally the oration delivered before 
the Merchants’ association in Bos:on Jast Decein- 
ber, are completely given in this. volume. Besides 
many " miscellancons newspaper sketches, 
the volume contains several magazine ar- 
ticles, among them being one entitled “Cotton and 
Its Kingdom,” and another, “In Plain Black and 
White,” which is the reply to George W. Cable 
that attracted so much attention at the time of 
its appearance. This last named paperis probably 
the best treatment of the race problem ever ¢s- 
sayed by Mr. Grady. One is astonished at the 


spontaneous wit and humor which are so pienti- 


fully. foundin Mr. Grady’s writings. His elo- 
quence was of so brilliant and unusual a charac- 
ter that his reputation as a humorist was not wide- 
epread. Nevertheless, natural and free flowing 
wit adds a two-fold charm to all his utterances. 

Mr. Grady’s manner as a writer betrays the fact 
that his profession was that of journalism, as we 
have ¢aid. There is the versatility and superfici- 
ality of the journalist in much of his works. 
Again, it isan old saying4hat it is impossible for 
aman to be truthful in the style which was 80 
natural to Mr. Grady. He was not precise, and his 
imagination was very highly developed. Indeed, 
he was a great deal of a poet. His speeches will 
live, and we cannot conceive of their failing to 
delight and move their readers generations hence, 
though perhaps they will afford instruction only 
in the oratorical art.

LETTER FROM THE SAVIOR 


Beported to. Have Been Found Under a Rock 

Sixty-three Years After the Crucifixion. 

A venerable lady sétids the following, which was 
clipped from a newspaper years ago, and has sifice 
yellowed with age, to the Times, with’ the request 
that it be published; 

Enclosed is something I ask you to print. This 
isa copy of a letter written by our Diessed Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ, and found eighteen miles 
from Iconium, sixty-three years after our Savior’s 
crucifixion, translated from the Holy City by a 
converted Jew, faithfully translated from the 
original Hebrew copy now in possession of the 
Lady Cuba's family in Mesopotamia.

It was carricd to the city of Iconium, and was 
there published by a person belonging tothe Lady 
Cuba. On the letter was written the commands of 
Jesus Christ, signed by the Angel Gabriel ,seventy- 
four years after our Savior’s birth. 

A LETTER OF JESUS CHRIST. 

Whosoever worketh on the Sabbath day shall be 
cursed. I command you to go to church and keep 
the Lord’s day holy without doing any manner of 
work. You shall not idly spend your time in bed 
nor deck yourselves with superfiuities of costly 
appearance and yain dresses, for Ll have ordained 
it a day of rest. 1 will have the day kept holy that 
your Sins be forgiven you. You shall not break 
my commandments, but observe and keep them. 
Write them in your heart, and steadfastly observe 
that it was written with my own hand and spoken 
with my own mouth. You shall not only go unto 
the church. yourselves, but also send your men- 
servants and your maid-servants, and observe my 
words and learn my commandments. Yon shall 
finish your |: bor every Saturday in the afternoon 
by six o'clock, at which hour the preparation for 
Sabbath beri ns. lIadvise you to fast five Fridays 
inevery year, beginning with Good Friday avd 
continuing the four Fridays immediately follow- 
ing, in remembrance of the five bloody wounds 
which I received for all mankind. You shall 
peaceably labor in your respective callings where- 
in it has pleased God to call you. You shall loye 
one another with brotherly love, and cause them 
that are baptised to come to the church and re- 
ceive the sacrament, baptism and the Lard’s 
Supper, and to be made members of the church. 
In so doing, I will give unto you a long life and 
many blessings. Your land shall flourish and 
your cattle bring forth abundance, and I will give 
unto you men’s blessings and comforts in the 
greatest temptations, and he that doeth to the 
contrary shall be unprofitable. I will also send a 
hardness of heart upon them till I see them; but 
especially on the impenitent and unbelievers. He 
that hath given tothe poor shall not be unprofit- 
able. Rememberto keep the holy Sabbath day, 
for the seventh day I have taken to rest myself, 
and he that hath a copy of this letter, written 
with my own hand and spoken with my own 
mouth, and keepeth it without publishing it to 
others, shall not prosper, but he that publisheth 
it to others shall be blessed of me, and though his 
sins be in number as the stars of the sky and he 
believes in this he shall be pardoned; and, if he 
believes not in this writing and these command- 
ments, I will send my own plague upon him and 
consume both him and his children and his cattle; 
and whosoever shall have acopy of this letter, 
written with my own hand and spoken with my 
own mouth, and keeps it in his house, nothing 
shall hurt them, nor the lightning, pestilence nor 
thunder shall do them hurt. And if a woman 
with child in labor has a copy of this letter about 
her, and the family put their trust in me, she 
shall be safely delivered of the child. You shall 
not have any tidings of me but by the holy scrip- 
tures until the day of judgment. Al!) goodness, 
happiness and prosperity shall be in the house 
where a Copy of this letter shall be found. 

Publius Lentulus to the senate of Rome: There 
appeared in these our days a man of great virtue 
named Jesus Christ, who is yet living among us, 
and of the gentiles is accepted for a prophet of 
truth, but his own disciples call him the Son of 
God. He raisesthe dead and cures all manner of 
diseases. A man of stature somewhat tall and 
comely, with a very reverend conntenance, such 
as beholders may both love and fear; his hair is 
ofa ehéstnut color, full ripe to his‘ears, whence 
downward it is more orient, curling and waving 
above his shoulders. In the midst of-his head is a 
seam or partition of hair, like the Nazarites; his 
forehead smooth and very delicate; his facé with- 
out a spot or blemish, beautiful with’a lovely red, 
his nose and mouth so formed as nothing can be 
reprehended; his beard thick in color, like his

THE BAND 0. DEAL. | 


UR. INMAN TALKS AROUT THE PUR- 
CHASE OF STOCK, 


Negotiations are Pending, But the Matter 
Has Not Crystallized--What It Is 
Proposed to Da, 

Mr. John H. Inman, of New York, talked 
with a representative of the Baltimore Suu 
about the purchase of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad company’s stock. He said in sub- 
stance, as follows: ‘‘Nothing definite has been 
agreed upon as to the part the Richmond 
Terminal will play in the transaction which 
Mayor Davidson has just sanctioned. There 
are 8,000 miles of railroad track terminating at 
Washington and known as the Danville sys- 
tem, but which have a vast territory lving to 
the southwest of this country and tributary to 
them. Naturally enough we desire an outlet for 
our trade at New York, and the necessity for 
purchasing the Baltimore and Ohio stock will 
be apparent ata glance. This task was entrusted 
to Mr. Bacon, whois vice-president of all of 
our sonthwestern connections, and he has ac- 
complished everything satisfactorily to those 
who-gave him instructions. When I return to 
New York there will undoubtedly be a meet- 
ing called of the directors of our roads, and 
then it will be determined whether or not the 
Richmoud Terminal will be represented indi- 
vidually or-as a corporation in the new deal. 
Negotiations have been going on for the past 
ten days, but they have not crystallizedjsuflic- 
ientiy for me to say just what the attitude of 
the Richmond Terminal will be, but it will be 
interested either directly or indirectly in im- 
proving the opportunity to get to New York 
without further molestation.’’ Governor 
Jackson said that the deal between 
the syndicate represented by Mr. Bacon 
and the board of public works 
for the preferred stock of the state in the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad had not been com- 
pleted The Johns Hopkins trustees seem to 
have secured better terms anda more produc- 
tive return than any of the other parties inter- 
ested in these negotiations. They will ex- 
change the greater part of an unproductive 
stock for one paying a sure dividend of six 
per cent, and will improve their exchequer 
by this deal to the extent of between $50,000 
and £60,000. In addition they still retaim sev- 
eral thousand shares of the Baltimore and 
Ohio stock that, itis now conceded, will hold 
firm on the market, and in the event of a con- 
summation of all the plans of the syndicate 
ought soon to pay again regular dividends to 
its holders. Granting that they exchanged at 
par for the state stock at 125}, the price said to 
have been paid for it, their profit would be 

within the figures mentioned. 5 

The Commercial Bulletin, 
June 1ith, says of the deal: 

The mayor of Baltimore has at last signed 
the resolution directing the sale, at par, of the 
62,00 shares of the Baltimore and Ohio stock 
held by the city to the syndicate represented 
by Mr. Edward KR. Bacon, of this city. ‘The 
purchase money, $3,250,000, must be paid be- 
fore July Ist. The city of Baltimore has large 
loans maturing and needs money to meet them, 
besides which the sentiment at Baltimore is 
against municipal interest in local securities. 
It is said that twoof the fours tate directors 
will remainin the road. Finance Commis- 
sioner Spence, of Baltimore, the member of 
the board most favoring the sale of the city 
stock at par. seems willing to tell more about 
the deai than anyone else. He intimates that 
the Northern Pacific is interested. 
“This road,’ says Mr. Spence, “has 
excellent terminal facilities in  Chi- 
cago and has offered connections to the Balti- 
more and Ohio with the use of these facilities 
in that city. Inthe south the Richmond and 
Danville road, with connections, will be allied 
with the Baltimoreand Ohio, as will also be 
the Yadkin Valley, the Roanoke Southern, the 
Savannah and Montgomery and other roads 
oe ope and under construction in which 

altimore capital is largely interested.’’ In 
this connection, a line is proposed for the ex- 
tension of the Baltimore and Ohio from Lex- 
ington, Va., to Bristol, Tenn., connecting at 
the latter place with the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, which is a branch of the 
Richinond and Danville system. By this 
means much of the traffic and travel of the 
south and a large trade of the southwest would 
come over the valley road of the Baltimore 
and Ohio and givea closer connection to this 
vection with the business of the south.
